Hastings Ranch-A History

With holiday visitors here to entertain, we were 
among the multitudes who headed to Hastings Ranch 
to view their annual array of Christmas decorations. 
While driving from street to street, thoughts of 
Charles Hastings—both father and son—were trig¬ 
gered in my mind. They had once owned this whole 
area and what a tremendous transformation had taken 
place since their time. 

Lured by the California Gold Rush, Charles Cook 
Hastings was only 17 when he left his native New 
York State in Oct. 1849, sailed around the hom (of 
South America) and six months later arrived in San 
Francisco. A few weeks of hard digging convinced 
him that mining was not for him. He had enough 
cash, so as an easier way to make money, he opened 
a store selling supplies to miners. He soon had four 
stores in four cities.

At age 24, he sold all the stores and retired a 
wealthy man. For a number of years The Hastings 
Department Store near the St. Francis Hotel in San 
Francisco continued to operate under his name. In the 
succeeding years Hastings, always sold on Califor¬ 
nia, divided his time between New York and here. 

In 1882 he was on a business trip to Los Angeles 
and was also concerned about the health of his man¬ 
ager, a Mr. Matui, who had tuberculosis. Learning 
about the beneficial climate in this area, and with 
Mann’s health in mind, he made.. trip out here to look 
at land for sale between Sierra Madre and Pasadena 
(now Hastings Ranch). So impressed was he with 
what he saw the purchased the property immediately. 
Hastings paid the then-exorbitant price of $7 an acre 
for about 1100 acres. 

He purchased the land from Louis Bradbury, a 
man who had amassed a fortune from silver mines 
in Mexico. (One of the most important historic build¬ 
ings in Los Angeles, the Bradbury Building at 304 
S. Broadway, was built by him in 1893.) Bradbury 
had owned the property for only two years when he 
sold to Hastings in 1882. 

This land Hastings acquired had originally been 
part of the Rancho Santa Anita which the fabulous 
Elias Jackson “Lucky” Baldwin bought in 1875. 
Before Baldwin came into the picture, however, a 
previous owner, William Wolfskill, in 1869 sold a 
northwest section of that rancho to Alfred Beck 
Chapman. Chapman, for i^om Chapman Woods is 
named, was a West Point graduate, then later became 
a very prominent Los Angeles attorney. He built a 
beautiful home on his land (now gone) and later, in 
1880, sold the north section to Bradbury. 

Hastings named his new ranch “Mesa Alta 
Rancho” because it spread out across a table-like 
plateau. He and Mann lived in a shack while build¬ 
ing a mansion located on the upper portion of the 
ranch. They moved in before it was even completed. 
Buildings for workers were also constructed and 300 
acres planted to grapes. 

Unfortunately, that winter had been a wet one. 
Hastings himself became ill with TB. He never fully 
recovered and died in 1884 at age 52. The estate was 
left to his son, Charles Houston Hastings, then 17, 
and daughter Lizzie, age 13, both in school back easL 
Lizzie \ras not interested in raiKhing and sold her half 
to her brother, however, he did not come into com¬ 
plete control until he reached age 21. He went on to 
complete his education, graduating from Cornell 
with a specialty in horticulttoe. In the meantime, the 
ranch was very capably managed by Albert Gregory 
of Sierra Madre, who continued managing for over

50 years. 

Hastings, the son-heir, was very touched when a 
large dinner was given to celebrate his arrival here. 
He seemed to have many friends and entertained of¬ 
ten at “Mesa Alta.” He planted many imported rare 
plants that he enjoyed sharing with his guests, had 
several large fish ponds graced with water lilies, and 
later built a swimming pool. 

Animals were a special interest, particularly fine 
horses—the English Hackney was his favorite breed. 
There was always a fashionable Hastings entry in the 
Rose Parade of a six-horse tallyho. Cats were plen¬ 
tiful and also dogs, mostly collies and Highland ter¬ 
riers, and these were provided elaborate housing. 

This ranch owner never married. The stories were 
that he was disappointed in love when a beautiful 


lown 


young socialite married anotner. He was also 
for his eccentricities—for example, an expensive car 
that sat in the garage which he never drove. 

On the evening of Feb. 16, 1928, tragedy struck. 
Hastings had Just left home, taking the streetcar into 
Los Angeles. A few miles down the road word got 
to him that his mansion had caught fire. By the time 
he returned, the house was completely destroyed. He 
then took up residence at the California Club, never 
rebuilding the house. Although he did visit the ranch 
daily, he never seemed to feel the same about the 
place. 

Hastings died in 1942 and is buried in Sleepy Hol¬ 
low Cemetery in Tarrytowii, NY. Always caring and 
generous to his workers, he left bequests to them and 
to some friends, but the largest portion of his estate

I just bought a Great dane puppy and I heard they are sus¬ 
ceptible to GDV. What is GDV and how can I prevent It? 

GDV or Gastric dilatation-volvulus is an acute distension of 
the stomach with fluid, gas and/or food which is compli¬ 
cated by rotation of the stomach on its axis leading to 
occlusion of the esophagus and duodenal portals. It is a life- 
threateninir condition that requires early medical interven¬ 
tion. It occurs most commonly in dcejvchested dogs (i.e. 
Great dane, German shepherd, Irish setter, Doberman, 
Collies, etc.). However, it can occur in any breed and rarely 
in cats. The cause of GDV is unknown. 

Contributing factors include:

Treatment Includes gastric decompression and intravenous 
fluids for circulatory shock and electrolyte disturbances. 
Surgical gastropexy is usually preformed once the dog is sta¬ 
ble to prevent it from reoccurring. Here are a few sugges¬ 
tions to follow to help prevent GDV: 

1. Feed frequent small meals (2-4 3. Avoid excessive water Intake 

times daily) 4. Avoid posi-prandiol exercise 

2. Soak dry food prior to feeding

'On Surefires' 

By Mary Cogswell Baum 

Nothing opened locally this week. Still sorting out 
from the holidays, no doubt, so 1 am free to philosophize. 

After my last column, a friend asked, “What’s wrong 
with Arsenic and Old LaceT' Nothing, that’s the prob¬ 
lem. There have always been surefire plays that were 
effective no matter who did them. The classic example 
is the frantic Charlie's Aunt, written over 100 years ago. 
Modem examples like Steel Magnolias make their writ¬ 
ers rich with royalties—a play for six women, with all 
the parts good ones! Funny and emotionally rewarding, 
every school and community group will do it eventually. 

Rogers and Hammerstein are deservedly popular and 
people will always turn out for Oklahoma! and The 
Sound of Music. Few of these surefire shows have any¬ 
thing to say that is new or particularly significant. They 
are entertaining, unless you have seen them too many 
times. They have stories that are farcical or sentimen¬ 
tal, and they offend nobody. Oh, maybe they speak gen¬ 
tly for racial tolerance, like SburA Pacific, but mostly they 
stick to farce or sentiment. 

Interestingly, the American play that “ran” the long¬ 
est and probably holds the unofficial record for the num¬ 
ber of individual performances is a dramatic exception. 
Uncle Tom's Cabin. There were traveling Tom Shows 
that covered America, literally from sea to shining sea, 
in the 1850s. The play is politically incorrect today and 
very dated in style, but it was powerful in its time, pow¬ 
erful enough to help start a war. It has everything: the 
sure appeal of melodrama, a proverbially dastardly vil¬ 
lain in Simon Legree, an heroic escaped slave, George, 
a beset heroine, Eliza, valiantly crossing a barely frozen 
river carrying her child, the farcical comedy of Topsy, 
who shamelessly dubs herself “the wickedest girl in the 
world,” the ultimate sentimentality of Little Eva, and the 
stereotyped Uncle Tom, who has earned anathema by be¬ 
ing patient and pious. One wonders how many of those 
who use his name as an expression of scorn have read 
either the play or the book. It’s still strong. 

The problem is that there are only so many plays with 
the precise mixture of sentiment and comedy to be in¬ 
stantly popular with everybody. Pertiaps one can under¬ 
stand the gentle souls who object to the brash young 
dancer in A Chorus Line who sings the praises of body 
sculpting in very frank language, but those who object 
to sexy dances in Gypsy, which is about a famous strip- 
teaser after all, who claim that the chorus girls in 42nd

Neighborhood Watch to be Resurrected

From the Sierra Madre Police Department 

In 1993, over 116,000 burglaries were committed 
in Los Angeles County. However, during that same 
time, only 43 burglaries were reported in Sierra 
Madre. Sierra Madre again lived up to its reputation 
as one of the safest cities in Southern California. 

In an effort to ensure that the quality of life is 
maintained in Sierra Madre, the Police Department 

is resurrecting its dor- 
mant Neighborhood 
Watch program. What is 
Neighborhood Watch? It 
is a formal program of 
what most Sierra 
Madreans currently do 
informally: watch out for 
their neighbors and re¬ 
port suspicious persons 
to the Police Depart¬ 
ment. In addition, the 
Police Department will 
conduct neighborhood 
meetings and advise 


homeowners how to secure their homes. 

The Sierra Madre Neighborhood Watch was very 
active several years ago but became dormant because 
of lack of staffing. That staffing problem has been 
improved through the use of civilian volunteers. 
Longtime Sierra Madre resident Larry Bickel has 
joined the Police Department as a volunteer and will 
assist Sgt. Christensen with the Neighborhood Watch 
program. They are in the process of recruiting block 
captains who will coordinate the program on their 
block or street. If you are interested in becoming a 
block captain or participating in the program, call 
Sgt. Christensen at 355-1414. 

Once the Neighborhood Watch program is up and 
running, it will be expanded to a disaster assistance 
program where neighbors will not only watch out for 
each other but will band together for mutual support 
during an earthquake or fire.

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Arcadia City Council Report 


During the January 
3rd meeting of the city 
council, several issues, 
such as discussing the 
problem of stray shop¬ 
ping carts in the residen¬ 
tial areas of the city, and 
the payment of a former 
city employee under¬ 
went some debate. 

In this relatively brief 
meeting, the consent 
items included a Report 
and Recommendation 
regarding the resignation 
of Joseph Lopez, a 
former city employee. 
This two-part approval 


asked for 1) payment of 
severance pay as pro¬ 
vided by a City Fringe 
Benefit Resolution via 
regular city pay period 
pay checks in lieu of a 
lump sum, and 2) con¬ 
tractual severance for 
three months subject to 
contract approval by the 
parties. 

All members of the 
council when polled on 
the first item said yes, 
with the exception of Dr. 
Sheng Chang, who ab¬ 
stained. As for the sec¬ 
ond item, all were in fa¬ 


vor with both the excep¬ 
tion of Council members 
Chang and Margett. 

Council members also 
said yes to a Report and 
Recommendation in re¬ 
gards to a request for in¬ 
stallation of temporary 
street banners for cel¬ 
ebrating the 60th anni¬ 
versary of horseracing at 
Santa Anita to be dis¬ 
played on street light 
poles throughout the city 
of Arcadia.

garding abandoned 
shopping carts sparked 
some discussion. This 
continues to be a prob¬ 
lem in many communi¬ 
ties, especially when the 
grocery store losing their 
carts is in a residential 
neighborhood, as City 
Manager Bill Kelly duly 
noted. 

Currently, to alleviate 
some of the expense of 
these lost or stolen carts, 
many stores hire a re¬ 
trieval service to recover 
them. According to 
Kelly, Hughes Market 
uses this service as many 
as six times a week. 

Two approaches to 
this problem were 
drafted: In the first, an 
"abatement" approach, 
one that is being utilized 
by some cities, would 
involve adopting an ordi¬ 
nance that would require 
all carts to have labels 


are from. If the store 
fails to comply, the carts 
are then picked up by the 
city, and the responsibil¬ 
ity of the cost falls on the 
store. The second ap¬ 
proach combines adopt¬ 
ing this ordinance, 
coupled with require¬ 
ments applying abate¬ 
ment to private as well as 
public property. 

Council member Den¬ 
nis Lojeski brought up a 
very relevant point — the 
fact that the violators are 
not the stores, but rather, 
the people taking the 
carts. 

In the end, the Coun¬ 
cil voted yes, requesting 
that the stores involved 
would all work together 
in pooling funds to re¬ 
duce this problem; one 
that according to City 
Manager Kelly, can be 
reduced or controlled but 
"will never disappear."

endowed a foundation 
for the study, prevention 
and cure ofTB. 

Very soon after his 
death, a syndicate pur¬ 
chased his property for 
$1,175,000. Lower 
Hastings was developed 
first with 555 homes by 
1948. By 1954, there 
were 750 houses in the 
upper section called 
Coronet Homes. Coronet 
Homes were lower in 
price and ranged from 
$18,000 to $25,000, be¬ 
fore landscaping. 

Hastings Ranch Riviera, 
hugging the canyon on 
the west, sold for 
$25,000. 

A shopping area, 
spotlighted by Sears, was 
also constructed. An in¬ 


teresting footnote; an air¬ 
port once stood in that 
area, known as Sierra 
Airport or Hastings Air¬ 
port. It was founded in 
1919 by a Sierra'Madre 
engineer, Walter Alley, 
and operated until 1922. 

Charles Houston 
Hastings personified the 
good life while he owned 
the ranch, an example of 
special California living. 
Populations soared and 
change was inevitable. 
Now this huge subdivi¬ 
sion with well over 1000 
homes, busy shopping 
areas, schools, churches, 
etc., stands for our spe¬ 
cial kind of California 
living.
